T h e president, h aving in a few appro ­ 
priate wo rds wo rds stated the o bject o f 
th e meeting, called o n Jo h n K o ragian 
o ne o f o ur y o ung 
A rm enian citizens, 
who read an o riginal paper, so tting 
fo rth th e causes o f the terrible perse 
cutio ns to which his co untry m en 
have 
been subjected, 
A r th ur Ko ragian, his 
bro ther, then by invitatio n read an in­ 
teresting acco unt o f his futile attem p t 
to visit, his family in 1893.

an A m erican citizen, bearing his nut, 
urallzatio u papers, the certificate o f 
th e A m erican m inister at Co nstanti 
no ple and

He first gave a brief histo ry o f this 
brave peo ple; statin g that th e A rm en ­ 
ians ar« » o ne o f the m >st ancient races 
in th e wo rld. 
Early in th e histo ry o f 
the race they lo cated in the rno untaino u« 
regio n so utheast o f the Black Sea. no w 
th e no rtheast pro vince o f T urkey in 
Asia, as sho wn by th e speaker, o n a 
largo m ap 
H ere fo r success!ves c e n t­ 
uries they pro tected them selves fro m 
co nquest by the P ersians o n the east 
and by the Ro mans o n th e w« j« L. 
In 
religio n they were, in an early day , 
fo llo wers o f Z » ro aster, o r fire-wo rship­ 
pers: but early in th e third 
centur,s 
they embraced C hristianity . 
Their 
king was baptised tw enty y ears befo re 
C o nstantine the G reat, so that the» 
had no t o nly the first C hristian king 
but th eir natio n was th e lirnt C hristian 
natio n o n earth .

“ Ho w is this?” said he.

W estern po wers. 
T h e S ultan learned 
his lesso n. “ This shall no t be re p ea te d” 
said h« » . 
To th e east was ano ther 
C hristian 
peo ple, 
beco ming wealthy 
and educated. 
They had received t d 
ucatio n 
thro ugh 
the 
impro ved 
metho ds o f th e G erm an scho o l sy stem, 
th ro ug h the French C h ristian Bro thers 
and thro ugh the A m erican missio naries 
He reaso ned: the B ulg arian s did this 
and they became free: th e Arm enians
